The spire. as well as the front of the 
main building, is diversified with mullioned 
windows in sets of two, three and five, with 
richly ornamented tops and with ‘‘rose’’ 
windows above. 

The main body ofthe church runs backa 
distance of 108 fect toa transept, and forms 
with itaT. <A pitch roof forty feet above the 
cut} stone on the flanks will cover 
the church with two rows of 
narrow-pointed windows in it as ventilators. 
Stone buttressesare placed in front of the main 
entrance. Four doors lead into the vestibule, 
two on Beaumont street, one to the north into 
the tower, and one on the south into the 
porch. The vestibule extends the width of 
the church. 

THE AUDITORIUM 

is one of the largest and finest in the city. The 
roof will be carried by two rows of columns, 
the ceiling will be grained, and the interior, 
lighted by six windows on either side, will 
make it one of the richest and most elegant in 
the city. The seating capacity of the church 
is 1,500, placed in two aisles and a nave. 
At the eastern end of the church will be the 
pulpit, placed on a semi-circular platform un- 
derneath an elegant Gothic canopy. Back of 
the pulpit will be the baptistry. The organ, 
which was to have been placed over the vesti- 
bule, will be placed over the pulpit. Three 
*frose’’ windows will be set in the cushion 
wall of the transept, and will shed a glow of 
light into the lecture-room and into the audi- 
torium when the folding doors are thrown 
open. A gallery running around three sides 
of the church completes the general picture of 
the auditorium. 

Altogether the church is one of the finest 
and most complete in the West. The plans 
were made by Chas. S. Nichols, the well 
known church architect, of Albany, N. Y. 
The work has been superintended by John H. 
Maurice. The ornaments throughout were de- 
signed by Mr. Marquard. The plaster work 
was done by Porter White, the stone work by 
James Black,and the cut-stone work by Pickel 
Bros. The entire cost of the building will be 
about $150,000.

An Interview Full of Facts, Figures and Valua- 
ble Suggestions. 


A very distinguished gentleman im St. Louis 
yesterday was Theophile Rosas, of Brazil. He 
is the owner of an extensive fazenda, near 
Constancia, and is a man of great wealth. He 
was at the Centennial Exposition in 1876, and 
is just now from Paris, where he at- 
tended ithe Darien Canal Con- 
vention. He is a stockholder in 
one of the steamship lines running between 
Rio de Janeiro and Europe, and will be a sub- 
scriber to 

THE DARIEN CANAL 
scheme, as determined on by the Paris Con- 
vention, if it should be carried out. 

‘*l am sorry,’’ said Mr. Rosas, in speaking 
toa reporter of the Post-DISPATCH, ‘*‘that 
there is a disposition here in the 
United States to oppose the ~ Darien 
Canal. I think its completion would be one 
of the greatest marks of progress in the pres- 
entage. It would be anevent to rank along 
with the construction of the Suez Canal. I 
have unbounded eonfidence in M. de Lesseps, 
and have no doubt that the Dari- 
en Canal ean be completed with much 
less expense than the Suez Canal was. I see 
one of your men at Washington has introduced 
a motion that the building of the Darien Canal 
by foreign capitalists 1s opposed to the inter- 
ests of the United States. Now, why should 
it be any more opposed tethe interests of the 
United States than to those of 
Brazil, Venezuela or Central America. I be- 
lieve such a thing would be a blessing to both 
North and South Ameriea.’’ 

**Have you seen the plan proposed by Capt. 
Kads?’’ 

**T read his letter to the New York Tribune, 
and it is worthy of consideration. 

CAPT. EADS 

is a great engineer. We have tried 
to induce him to come to. Brazil, 
but he appears to have more than he can do in 
bis own country. It appears that heis about 
to complete the improvement of the mouth of 
the Mississippi. His plan of taking ships 
across the Isthmus of Darien has never been 
put to a practical test, and this will be against 
it. Weall knowthat a ship can be taken 
across inacanal, but we are notso certain 
abeut carrying one over on a forty-foot gauge 
railroad. I will noi say it cannot be done, for 
it is not safe to say anything cannot be done in 
these days.’’ 

**How do the people of Brazil feel towards 
the establishment of a steamship line between 
San Francisco and Rio?’’ 

**We.are strongly in favor of it, and our 
Government will extend some assistance. IL 
think it 

VERY STRANGE 
that permanent lines have not been establish- 
ed long ago. There are now no less than nine 
steamship lines from Rio to European ports. 
Most of these are run by the English, but some 
are Frenchand German. The tredeof Brazilis 
rapidly increasing. In 1866 the United States 
imported from Brazil goods tothe value of 
$16,000,000; in 1878, goodsto the value of 
$43,000,000. Youobserve the increase. But 
now see the other side of the picture. The 
United States in 1866 exported to Brazil 
in 178, 
goods to the value of $38,000,000, an 
increase of only $3,000,000, whereas the m- 
crease in imports is nearly threble. The cause 
of this is not that the trade of this country is 
not growikg, but because proper exertions 
have not been made to extend it in the right 
direction. Your people secm to be afrail of 
the sea.

Grande do Sul, is greater than that from Bos- 
ton to Liverpool. It is further from Pernam- 
buco to the western boundary, which sepa- 
rates Peru’ and UBrazil, than by a di- 
rect line from London across the 
continent to Europe. The Brazilian 
Empire contains within its borders 3,287,000 
square miles, while the United States has but 
3,054,000 square miles, so that, in order to be 
as large as Brazil, the United States would 
have to be increased by an area equal to half- 
dozen of your largest States. Our 
population is now apout 12,000,000 
souls, so that we have much neore room for 
increase than the United States. The ques- 
tion is, who will secure the great trade of this 
rapidly rising nation? I think there should be 
at least an even balance of trade between the 
United States and OJBrazil, and instead 
of buying only $8,000,000 a year from you, we 
should buy $40,000,000, the amount we sell 
to this country.’’ 

‘*Are not the merchants of the United States 
making efforts to establish trade with your 
people?’’ 

‘*Yes, but some of their agents have 

ACTED VERY IMPROPERLY 

and have brought down a kind of odium on 
your merchants. Some of the agents sent 
out there have been drunkards, 
others have seemed to suppose 
every woman in the empire could be improp- 
erly approached. This, of course. has had a 
bad effect, but not so bad that it cannot be 
overcome. I have no doubt that a great com- 
merce is destined to growup between the 
United States and Brazil. We have the pro- 
ducts of the tropics, you have the products of 
the temperate zone; there is a natural demand 
for an interchange of the two classes, and 
that interchange alone will be enough to make 
both the countries great. The two Americas 
make the new world indeed, and the two 
mighty and ruling powers of that new world 
will be Brazil and the United States. We 
may have a slower growth than you, but we 
have the sources of unbounded wealth, 
in the products of our mines, our forests and 
our soil.’ 

Mr. Rosas is going from here to San Fran- 
cisco, where he will spend a month, then to the 
Sandwich Islands, then to Panama, then 
home to Constancia. He is 

MUCH PLEASED 

with the appearance of St. Louis, and says he 
is astonished at its rapidity of growth. He was 
especially pleased with the great bridge and 
the Mississippi River, but says the Amazen is 
the greatest river in the world, and will one 
day have more steamers on it than the Mis- 
sissippi.

Bayes, but his elevation tothe high position 
he now holds did not fora moment depend 
upcn any personal services of his in bebaif of 
Mr. Hayes. He was selected out of all the 
Republicans of Missouri asa shining instru- 
ment with which to earry out the President’s 
new-born doetrine of civil service reform.

Mr. Lucas is known to be a rich 
man, and it is said he declared his unwilling- 
ness to be responsible for such a large 
amount. Whether he meant that the other 
bondsmen were worthless, or that Mr. St. 
Gem was not doing as he ought to do, is not 
known. It is simply a fact 
that Mr. Lucas took the action stated above. 
Mr. Ellis made eertain statements to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, which resulted in 
a demand on Mr. Gustayus St. Gem for 
A NEW BOND. 

Ife was fequired to make it up and file it by 
the Ist of July, the end of the fiseal year. Mr.

Our heroes—not of the North, not of the 
South, but of the American people. Lee and 
Stonewall Jackson and Albert Sidney Johnson 
—they belong tous. Grant and Sherman and 
Sheridan and Thomas—they belongtous. Of 
Southern and Northern people alike,the valor, 
the discipline, the fidelity to right as it was 
given to each to see the right, these we claim 
for the common American inheritance. To-day 
when this is said the partisan may resent and 
the politician sneer, but long before another 
century has passed it will be accepted and fa- 
milliar fact. 


NO REPUDIATION. 

Every Republican journal editorialized 
with more or less fury upon the ‘‘infa- 
mous’’ conduct of the Louisiana Conven- 
tion in repudiating its State debt. 

But we do not observe one single word 
about the final result of the struggle in the 


Convention. 

The question of the State debt is settled, 
settled finally and forever. And how did 
the people of Louisiana ‘repudiate ?’’ 

The Constitutional Convention, after a 
long and protracted debate, voted down 
the report of the committee, voted down 
dozens of different compromise measures, 
and formally recognized and reaffirmed the 
validity of the entire State debt left by the 
Kellogg Administration. 

The only change made by the Convention 
was in the rate of interest. The debt is to 
bear but three per cent for the next fifteen 
years, and after that four per cent until 
maturity. 

The people of Louisiana have repudiated 
nothing. They have reassumed a great 
debt of doubtful validity, created in an era 
of infamous rascality, to preserve the hon- 
or of their State. They deserve credit. 
They deserve the same honor to which a 
man is entitled who settles a debt freely 
when he is not obliged to do so. Louisiana 
has done well. 


*“FREVOLUTIONARY” AGAIN. 

The thirty-eight ‘‘free and independent 
States’? that are, or are supposed to be, 
equally represented in the Senate of the 
United States include the State of Nevada. 

Each Senator of the United States is en- 
titled to the salary of five thousand dollars 
per annum. 

The one duty which a Senator of the 
United States never neglects is to draw this 
salary with promptness and conscientious 
regularity. No matter how desperately pas- 
sionate may run the debates and become the 
political excitement, no matter whether the 
distinguished Senators are in Washington 
or not, that duty is never neglected. 

But another ‘‘Confederate threat’’ is 
heard. The ‘Confederate’? Secretary of 
the ‘‘Confederate’’ Senate has absolutely 
announced that Senator Sharon, of Nevada, 
is not entitled to and shall not receive 
salary for the last session, as he was not 


his 


present. 

This, of course, is ‘“‘revolutionary.”’ 

Senator Sharon is a good Republican, 
and has always drawn his pay faithfully, 
though he has not been in Washington for 
the last three years. The precedents estab- 
lished by the Senate as long as it was con- 
trolled by the Republicans are all in Mr. 
Sharon’s favor. There is nothing whatever 
to justify this ‘‘revolutionary”’ proceeding 
unless it be that the Democratic majority 
in the Senate desire to observe the plain 
letter of the law which forbids the payment 
of salary to any member of Congress who 
has not actually served in Washington. 

But, of course, to observe a law that has 
been disregarded for years by Republican 
statesmen is clearly ‘‘revolutionary,’’ and 
another of the dangerous designs of the 
‘rebel brigadiers.”’ 

Senator Sharon is as much a member of 
the Senate in a legal sense as Mr. Thurman 
or Mr. Conkling. His name is called every 
day and every time they have to respond. 
If he does not choose to come to Washing- 
ton, but prefers to remain in San Francisco 
to attend to his stock speculations, he is, 
neyertheless, a Senator of the United States 
until the expiration of his term, or until his 
seat has been declared vacant. When the 
Democratic majority deny him the pay he 
always received before, they arouse anew 
all the fury and passion of Republican jour- 
nals. 

But, seriously, Nevada’s total population 
to-day is less than that of a single Con- 
gressional district in this city, or of a single 
ward of New York or Philadelphia. Yet 
it has precisely the same representation 
in the Senate of the United States as Mis- 
souri, or Ohio, or New York, the latter hav- 
ing a population fifty times aslarge. Yet, 
practically, it has no representation at all. 

Why? 

Because, originally admitted into the 
Union as an upparalleled measure of parti-

infamy to secure two votes necessary for 
majo#ity by the Republicans, 
wada, senatorially speaking, never was 
a State, never ceased to be a rotten bor- 
ough, never had an honest senatorial 
election, never had a Senator who did not 
buy his seat as he would buy a seat in the 
opera, never served another purpose except 
that of adding two votes to the Republican 
side. 

The simple truth is that Nevada has no 
Senator at all. For the two men whoclaim 
to represent her live in San Francisco, and 
never go to Nevada except on business like 
that of buying a mine or a senatorial seat. 

The fact is that California or San Fran- 

cisco has three Senators and one vacant 
seat and Nevada none. 
No more curious illustration of the beau- 
tiful result of Republican legislation can be 
imagined than this case of Nevada’s 
Sharon, who went into the open market 
and bought a seat in the Senate which he 
regards as his personal property, and of so 
little dignity or value compared with his 
other operations in San Francisco that he 
has not occupied it for years. 

And even if Mr. Sharon’s term expires, 
or if he should resign, the fact, the great, 
utterly irreparable injury, remains forever. 

Two men will always sit in the Senate of 
the United States who under the name of 
Nevada will represent nothing but fraud 
and vyenality—the worst rotten borough 
ever known in this country, and who will 
have precisely the same votes and influence 
that the great State of New York has. 

There is no remedy. The Constitution is 
very plain. No State can be diminished in 
its equal representation in the Senate with- 
out its own consent. 

Mr. Sharon is no more sorry for the bar- 
gain he made in buying a seat which he can 
not occupy, than the Republicans will yet 
be for having perpetrated the outrage of 
creating a pocket rotten borough State.

THOUGHTFUL AND ELOQUENT. 


A Model Fourth of July Speech Deliver- 
ed by Lieut.-Governor Dorsheimer, of 
New York. 

( [From the New York Express.] 
Lieutenent-Governor Dorsheimer made the 
long talk of the day. He stood like some 
mighty oak of the forest, and won new titles 
of enthusiastic admiration by the masterly 
manner in which he handled the great theme 
ofthe day. Ilis sentences are easy, natural, 
and cumulative; his various and richly- 
stored knowledge, his ripe and scholarly 
methods, combined with remark- 
able gifts of eloquence and a fine 
voice, never appeared to better advantage than 
in his long talk yesterday at the Wigwam. The 
following is an outline of Mr. Dorsheimer’s 
address: 

Fellow-Citizens:—You have met in accord- 
ance with your custom to commemorate the 
birthday of the Republic. It is appropriate 
at such a time to consider what the causes are 
of our country’s greatness. If it be said that 
America has become great by reason of her 
physical condition, soil and climate, the an- 
swer is, that with these same conditions 
America remained for nearly three centuries 
after its discovery a strange region to the civ- 
ilized nations of Europe. 

Ifit be said that we owe our greatness to 
the tide of emigration which has flowed hith- 
er, the question must yet be answered, Why 
isitthat more of the people of other coun- 
tries came here during the last hundred years 
than in the two preceding centuries? 

I like to recall that our country’s history 
begins with that period when modern civili- 
zation began. Historians speak cf an event 
which separates ancient from modern times. 
It 1s called the ‘‘revival of learning.’’ 
It is not easy to fix the year 
when this *todk place. It was when 
England, weary of the long Wars 
of the Roses, reposed under the firm hand of 
Henry VII.; when France was ruled by the

infamous test oath and to provide for honest 
juries, if nothing else had deen accomplished, |

savage men; that they, with fearless hands, 


Spaniard had overcome the Moor, and the 
Turk had captured Constantinople. It was 
when science began to read the heavens aright; | 
‘when the art of painting burst into full flower 
upon the easels of Titian and Leonardo; when 
Galileo invented the compass and the pendu- 
lum; when the ancient writers, long immured 
in the eloister, came forth and spoke 
again to living men; but of all the events of 
that time, the most important event, 
and the one of the. most farereaching conse- 
quence to mankind—greater than all battles, 
inventions and paintings—was the discovery 
of America. That was an achievement in the 
very spirit of the new times. Instead of the- 
orizing himself, or resting upon the theories 
of others as to what lay beyond the ocean. 
Columbus took ship and went to see what was 
there. The spirit of Liberty inspired his 
heroic soul, and so at the very dawn ofthe 
new civilization—of the civilization of the peo- 
ple—America appeared ‘‘a titting prologue to 

the swelling act of the Imperial theme.’’ 

When emigration to America began, the 
causes Which produced it were such as acted 
upon the masses of the people. At that time 
Europe was given overto contentions ard 
wars growing outof religious differences. 
Those who were defeated came here. Here 
came Presbyterians and Quakers, Covenanters 
and Catholics, Huguenot and Cavalier. Irish- 
men who were driven from their homes by 
Cromwell’s troopers, and Germans whose 
country had been laid waste by the soldiery of 
Louis XIV. All the European races, 
languages, sects, churches, parties and fac- 
tions were represented here. 

At the close of the revolution there were 
some who thought that a monarchy should be 
established here. Butthe people knew that 
the ambitions, jealousies, hatreds, ignorance 
and superstitions of kings had been the causes 
of frequent warsin Europe. They had seen 
the bigotry ofa man produce one war, and 
they had seen the caprice of a woman produce 
another. They were determined that that 
form of danger should never assail the Govern- 
ment which they. established here. And so, 
the second great right which the people se- 
cured to themselves was the right of self-gov- 
ernment. But it soon appeared that neither 
the right to worship nor tne right to govern 
could long be preserved by an ignorant peo- 
ple. That power over the ignorant soon falls, 
by laws which cannot be resisted, into the 
hands of the intelligent. And, therefore, an- 
vther right was soon secured, the right of 
each citizen to be educated at the expense of 
the State. Weare so accustomed to this 
great privilege that we do not know its value. 
It is the education of the people which has 
given its character to our time. 

In truth, our age is not specially distin- 
guished for its achievements in letters or in 
the arts. It is clearly not an age of poetry or 
romance. If called upon to describe this cen- 
tury we would all agree that it has been the 
century of invention. 

There has always been in our country a class 
of men who distrusted the people and did not 
believe in their capacity for self-government. 
This class still exists among us. True, few 
openly express such opinions, but they are

“RIME OF THE ROCKPILE, 


Facts and Figures About Our 
‘‘Geological Garden.” 


Life Among the Inmates of 
the Work-House. 


The Labor Performed, Meals, 
Baths, and the Discipline. 


- — 
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The ‘‘Bull Rung” Torture for Refractory 
Culprits. 


The rock pile,or reformatory for the punish- 
ment of the smaller violations of the law, is 
one of the necessary institutions in all large 
cities. From the statistics given below it will 
be evident that St. Louis is no exception to 
the rule. ; 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter yesterday visit- 
ed the City Work-house, situated four blocks 
south of the southern terminus of the Fifth 
streetcar line. The gong at the entrance to 
the premises was answered by one of the 
guards, who informed the reporter that Su- 
perintendent Groffman had left for the city a 
few hours before and had not 
since returned, but that the de- 
sired information concerning the workings 
of the institution would be willingly given by 
Mr.Culkin, who had charge in Mr.Groffman’s 
absence. : 

In point of beauty the St. Louis Work- 
house dees not compare to advantage with 
institutions of asimilar character in many of 
the large cities of the United States, but as far 
as order and method are concerned, itis safe 
to say that it is excelled 
by none. Nearly two squares are 
occupied by the St. Louis Work-house. A 
portion of this ground is used for raising vege- 
tables that are consumed by the prisoners. 
The remainder is occupied by buildings. The 
male department is separated from the fe- 
male, and contains forty-one cells, each of 
which at present holds at least five prisoners. 
The female portion has forty-three cells, each 
of whichis now occupied by two persons. 
From the gentlemanly clerk, Mr. Culkin, the 
following 

INTERESTING STATISTICS 

were obtained. The daily average number of 
prisoners confined in the Work-house for the 
past six months has been as follows: January, 
9911-5; February, 250; March, 247; April, 
263 1-3; May, 289; June, 3311-2. The daily 
average for June is the largest for any month 
during the past two years. The daily average 
cost of the sustenance of a _ prisoner 
is 12 1-4 cents, and that of an 
officer about 35 eents. The pay roll for 
the same period of time has averaged $1,128 
per month, Yesterday there were 549 prison- 
ers inthe Work-house; 249 male and 100 fe- 
male. The sexes retain about this ratio 
throughout the year. In consequence of the 
large number of prisoners to be cared for just 
now, 71 males and 29 females, who had very 
nearly worked out their sen- 
tences, were released last night, 
it being the first term they spent there, and 
having faithfully promised not to return. 

The female prisoners are emploved in the 
sewing-room, officers’ kitchen, wash-house. 
sweeping and scrubbing, and on the rock pile. 
Of the males some work as assistants in the 
carpenter and blacksmith shops, stable and 
prisoners’ kitchen, and others in the yard, 
breaking the large rock for the 
women in the quarry, wWwhitewash- 
ing, and in grading and excavation gangs. 
The prisoners rise at 6:30 o’clock inthe moru- 
ing, and after breakfasting on corn bread, 
molasses and coffee, go to work. They re- 
turn at noon to partake of a very substantial 
dinner of bread, meat, soup, and one kind of 
vegetable. They return from their occupa- 
tions for supper about 6 o’clock, when bread 
and a soup containing cut-up meat are dealt 
out to them. The different portions of the 

BUILDINGS WERE THEN VISITED. 

The first was the prisoners’ dining room. 
At every two feet onthe long narrow table 
that extended the whole length of the room 
was a large bowl, aspoon anda handful of 
salt. The room itself was newly white- 
washed, hung with framed mottoes and scru- 
pulously clean. Mr. Theo. Emmiling, who 
Las charge of the culinary de- 
partment, and the other oflicers 
thought that the late grand jury 
did the management an injustice in their re- 
port, in which they said that the Work-house 
might be kept somewhatcleaner. At thetime 
the grand jury made the visit it was raining, 
and the prisoners had just returned, and, ‘as 
both men and women use tobacco, the floor 
could not present a very choice appearance. 
They also claim that, on the day of the visit, 
the departments were just receiving 
a coat of whitewash, which made things look 
dirty and disorderly. Passing through the 
kitchen, in which there was some first-class 
roast pork being prepared for dinner, the 
prisoners’ department was reached. In both 
the male and female portions there is a large 
bath. where the inmates are obliged, for the 
sake of health, to wash themselves at stated 
times. The male department was next vis- 
ited. 

Confined in one of the cells with several 
other prisoners was a man named Adam 
Spade, fifty years of age, whose appearance 
indicated nothing more than a slovenly work- 
man. Whilethe reporter was standing before 
his cell, the man idly took a sheet of letter 
paper and a pair of shears. He doubled the 
paper and began cutting it. In the course 
of half an hour he called one of 
the guards and gave him the 
paper, which now was a representation of 
Eve tempting Adam to eat the forbidden fruit 
in the Garden of Paradise. The representa- 
tion of the limbs of the tree was excellent. 
If placed over a dark surface and set off to 
any advantage, the little thing would make a 
choice mantel ornament. He had also, 
during this time, cut a similar one 
of a lady presenting a shield to a gentleman 
under an arbor. This was alsoso well done 
that, were it placed on 3 good background 
and removed a short distance, it would be dif- 
ficult to say whether it was not wax work in- 
stead of asimple piece ofpaper. Many of the 
lines representing the stems of the leaves in 
both pieces of paper were little wider thana 
thread. 

Though six days of the week Adam shovels 
riprap inte carts, on the seventh he can do 
‘‘some very nice tricks with shears and pa- 
pers’’ in his spare moments. 

In another cell a young man, committed for 
lounging and loafing, was engaged cutting a 
fellow-prisoner’s hair, which he did with 
dexterity and in good style. 

THE PRISONERS 
whiled away the time in various ways. Some 
sat in corners doggedly brooding over their 
condition while others who succeeded in con- 
tenting themselves with their surroundings 
enjoyed a game of euchre or sang some lively 
song. An old man named James Daily, sixty- 
five years of age, occupied one of the cells, 
James’ maiden offenase—drunk and disorderly 
—was committed eighteen years ago, 
and gained for him a bunk 
in the Work-house, that was just 
then being built. Ever since then Jim has 
been a Visitor at the institution at least three 
times a year. He reasonsthe difficulty out. 
He says that if he ‘‘can get along better in- 
side the Work-house than outside it’s better 
for him to be inside, and it’s very easy to get 
there. Just by taking some little thing so that 
the owner will catch you.’’ Paddy Short, 
Jim Nash, Jim Donnelly and Patrick Whelan 
are gentlemen that occupy apartments

* atitution called the ‘*Bull Ring’’ is called in- 


toservice. The *‘‘Bull Ring’’ isasmall room 
with but a small opening in the top of the deor. 
The prisoner is placed inside and 
the door locked. During his 
incarceration, he isfed on bread and water. 
It is next to impossible for him to obtain any 
rest while confined, as there is no furniture in 
the room, and on every four inches of the floor 
there is a small board about an inch in height, 
which makes the surface so uneven that it 
would more torture the prisoner to attempt to 
lie down than refresh him. Should this not 
subdue the prisoner, his arms are tied up toa 
post at his back. This never fails to bring 
him under control. 

As the reporter was about to leavea young 
girl was admitted to see a wayward brother, 
having obtained the aecessary permit from the 
Mayer. Inone hand she carried a basket, 
and in the other a dinner bucket. The form- 
er contained some clean underclothes and the 
latter a ple and some fruit for him. When he 
came from his cell to her 
in the yard, with his chains 
cianking after him the child’s eyes filled with 
tears, which she hid from him lest it would 
arouse in him the same feelings his chains had 
in ber. While the guard was examining the 
contents of the basket, as is the custom, she 
drew from her pocket a handkerchief, one 
corner of which was tightly knotted. 
She loosened the knot and took from 
the corner a few nickels, which she 
gave tohim. He at first refused to accept the 
money, but she offered it more earnestly, and 
as he reached out his hand to take, the broth- 
er’s and sister’s eyes met and filled with tears.

SELF-SUSTAINING. 

The sources of revenue are from work done 
for the city and fines and fees collected from 
the prisoners. Mr. Groffman contracts io 
farnish the city with macadam and rip-rap at 
a certain price. In _ receipt for this 
he gives a warrant, which 
is filed in the City Treasurer’s office to the 
credit of the Work-house. 


To an outsider it would appear that the 
risoners confined in the Work-house enjoy 
Fite better than many of the laboring classes 
who inhabit the hovels and tenements 
throughout the city, but the simple fact that 
they bave not their liberty is sufficient pun- 
isbment for their offenses.

‘PEOPLED PARKS. 


How Yesterday Was Observed by Half 
of the City.

The Great Heat Forgotten Amid the Fountains 
and Flowers. 


Yesterday was a day of quiet, blissful rest, 
after the boisterousness of the glorious day we 
celebrate. The delightful weather drove many 
thousands to the parks, and during the after- 
noon even the most insignificant of 
these out-door breathing spots were more 
than comfortably filled. The crowds in at- 
tendance were principally composed of the 
better classes, and there was but little of the 
rough and rowdy element observable.

Lafayette Park.

the © sweeter by the situation. There seemed 
a subdued pleasure enveloping 
every blade 0’ grass, shrub, 
tree, grotto and pool that was not marred 
by the merriment of the children or the tread 
of older feet. The avenues about the lake 
were especially thronged, and the rowboats 
were gliding from shore to shore over its pel- 
lucid waters, as if conscious of the fact that 
they bore fashion’s fair. The water-fowls 
swam gracefullyto and fro or basked about 
the confines of their enclosure, and the 
finny inhabitants gathered at the descents 
and caught lazily at the bits of confections 
that everybody’s babies and nurse-girls cast 
into the water.

THE CAMORRA AT NAPLES. 


Murder of a Renegade Member of the 
Society—The Assassin Rescued by the 
Crowd. 

{Correspondence of the London Times. ]J 
ROME, June 13.—A criminal case of more 
than ordinary interest is now being tried at 

Naples. It is that of six members of the Ca- 

morra—Raffaele Esposito and five accom- 

plices, or rather mandatories—for the murder, 
on the 10th of August, 1877, of a certain Vin- 
cenzo Borrelli. The victim was an old mem- 
berand dignitary of the association who had 
turned spy and informer. His proceedings 
had become a source of so much inconveni- 
ence to his old companions, among 
whom he still lived in the Atrio de 

Cavallo,§ that they finally determined to put 

him out of the way. The men now beimg tried 

accordingly agreed to sup together at a wine 
shop and decide how the deed was to be done 


and who shou!d doit. They drew lots and the 
task fell to Raffaele Esposito, nicknamed ‘ ‘II 
Passeriello’’ (the little sparrow). Accerding 
to one report Borrelli’s mistress owed hima 
few sous. He had asked her for payment; 
she refused and he struck her, whereupon she 
threatened him with Borrelli’s vengeance. At 
this he took fright, gave her money and other 
presents, but in.vain,and then the Camorristi, 

xlad of the opportunity of finding a ready 
instrument for getting rid of .the object of 
their hatred and fear, worked upon Esposito 
to kill him and gave him the means. Whieh- 
ever may be the exact version,the leading fea- 
tures are the same. Borrelli’s death was de- 
creed. Esposito lay in wait for his victim and 
fired at him from behind, but the shot not 
proving at once fatal, Borrelli had time to 
recognize his assailant, to call him by name 
and to cry out for pursuit. Somesoldiers who 
were near started after him and caught him, 
but a crowd as quickly dashed to the rescue, 
and the soldiers, in danger of being tora to 
pieces, had to _ relinquish’ their _pris- 
oner. The next day all the haunts of 
the Camorra were in a state of intense 
excitement. Collectors Went about gathering 
contributions to insure Esposito’s escape, and 
in the evening a tumultuous crowd of women 
went off to the dead-house of the cemetery, 
where the murdered man’s body had been 
taken, and, getting possession of it, subjected 
it to indescribable — indignities. A few days 
later Esposito, finding there was ne chance of 
eluding the vigilance of the police, or at the 
instance, as one account has it, of a priest to 
whom he had gone to confess, determined to 
give himself up. Onthe day he was commit- 
ted to prison an immense multitude, in obedi- 
ence to the Camorra, thronged the streets 
through which the police had to lead him, and 
as he passed they threw him money and 
cigars and showered flowers upon him. He 
went to gaolasif he was a hero and martyr 
rather than acriminal. This demonstration 
aroused the authorities to the folly of the in- 
difference if not the indulgence with which 
they had treated the Camorra. The police 
were set to work with unusual activity, the 
accomplices of Esposito were soon secured, 
and it is stated that the process of instruction, 
which bas taken two years to complete, has 
led to the arrest and indictment of as many as 
seventy-eight membeis of the association. 
The question remains, What will they do with 
them, and will the Neapolitan jury find ex- 
tenuating circumstances in favor of the men 
now on trial?

NOTES ON EDUCATION, 


A class of 171 membera bers has just been gradu- 
ated by the University of Michigan. 

Sixteen young men applied last week for the 
Harvard examinations in Chicago, 

The average pay of the Indianapolis teachers 
has been reduced. It now amounts to $593 77. 
Arkansas has a schoo] igeeqy owes of 187,467, 
but of this number only 23,747 are taught in 

the public schools. 

The effort in the Boston School Committee to 
reduce the teachers’ salaries for the coming 
year has completely failed. 

Mr. Gladstone has been making a vigorous 
plea tor the more persistent and practical study 
of natural history in the English schools. 

Dr. Edward Osenbrugger, of the University 
of Zuricbh,the distinguished lecturer and writer 
on criminallaw andcivil and criminal pro- 
cedure, died last month. 


The New York State Teachers’ Convention 
will be held at Penn Yan, onthe 15th. A plan 
for supervision and the licensing of teachers 
will be presented and discussed. 

Dr. Leland, the Amherst graduate, who, at 
the request of the Japanese Minister of Educa- 
tion, was sent out to establish the gymnastic 
system in the normal schoo! at Tokio, has been 
very snuccesstul in his efforts. 


The retrenchment movementin the Cincin- 
nati Board of Education has succeeded only so 
far as the abolition of allthe night schools is 
concerned ; this will effect a saving of $17,000 
ayear. The salaries of teachers will not be 
reduced. 


The Agricultural College at Amherst has a 
freshman class of eighcy, twenty-two sopho- 
mores and fifteen juniors. About thirty stu- 
dents have applied for admission, and a larger 
number are expected, as usual at the beginning 
of the fall term. 


President Porter, of Yale, said at the com- 
mencement of Sheffield Scientific School that 
he believed in the study of the processes 
of nature; he had always found men weaker 
in other departments of intellectual training 
if they were weak in their understanding of na- 
ture. 

Amherst has just received ninety-five of the 
104 students applying fer the June examina- 
tions. Eighty-seven entered upon conditions 
and cight without conditions. The system of 
optional studies, arranged three years ago,has 
been improved this year with satisfactory re- 
sults. 

The prospects of Vassar forthe coming year 
are excellent. Besidesthe new applicants for 
admission , 225 of the students ot the past year 
have declared theirintention to return at the 
end of vacation. Dr. Caldwell’s wise and 
genial rule has been eminently successful, and 
is greatly commended by the Board,
